Hope Fades for 122 Men 
Trapped by Explosion in 
Coal Mine; Nine Rescued 

CENTRALIA, HI., March 2G (;P)— Hope of life for the Inst of 122 men entombed by a coal mine explosion near hera 
Tuesday afternoon all but flickered out today, but cheorlesa rescue workera kept digfting away nevertheless in a gaseous, 
doggcd-up passage 510 feet underground. 

The picking and the toiling, slow work in the thick of tho lingering fumes, in about 20 hours had accounted for only 
nine survivors of the 131 who were caught in the blast just a few minutes before quitting time, 

Olil hands at such things were agreed: They didn't have a chance. 

Hut tho aloopleas families of the men, quiet nnd staring, stayed on at the bleak tipple to face the worst.

The case was originally acheduled 
for 10 a. m. Wednesday, but attor- 
neys tor boUi parUci are reported to 
have worked out un agreement, 
reached late Tuesday afternoon, 
between their client.! and the hear- 
ing was held ahead of time. 

Another surprise teulure of Uic 
case was the filing Tuesday even- 
ing of un amended complaint 
charging lack of altecllon ond In- 
compaUbllliy. Tlic original com- 
plaint tiled Aug. 33. 1048 by Mrs, 
Williams charged adultery. 

Ill her original complaint, Mrs. 
Williams had aaked for one halt of 
community properly and cash a.i- 
serledly worth |ISO,000. Filing an 
im.swcr to the original complaint 
Oct. 13, IDIO, Williams denied the 
adultery charses and pared the 
quarter- mllllon-dollor figure down

ARE WE SCUTTLINfi U. N.7 
Does the new policy of the United States 
government (or or President Truman) 
threaten to scuttle the United Nations? Or 
It simply that this nev policy la so dlffcrcni 
Irom America'^ customary role that what 
seems to be danger Is largely surprise? 

The answer Is pretty much a matter of per- 
sonal ojJlnlon, which will emphasize one view 
or the other. But it doesn't really seem that 
Mr. Truman has Injected quite the tletnent 
peril Into world aflalrs that some peopli 
claim. 

All the aspects of this proposed aid 
Oreecc and Turkey arc not Ideal, to be sure. 
Hie proposal bypasses the International or- 
ganization In Its attempt to settle the serious 
basic differences bctwccii dictatorship oni 
democracy. Similar bypassing helped reduce 
the League of Nations to a state of Impotence. 
' However, the U. N. has a better potential 
system than the league for dealing with Just 
such a situation as exists In Orccce today. 
Tho trouble Is, of course, that there is neither 
a smoothly functioning International relief 
organization nor an effective International 
armed force In existence now. So in the face 
of urgency. President Truman has proposed 
urgent action. 

Thia action Is not In the peacetime Ameri- 
can tradition. But would.lt change the plC' 
turo so much? Britain has been spending 
money in Greece and maintaining troops and 
military and civilian advisers there. Russia 
has consistently opposed the present Greek 
government. 
The situation has threatened trouble for 
' some time. But does America's appearance on 
the scene threaten the United Nation's fu- 
ture? II Mr. Truman's request Is granted, this 
government will simply be replacing the 
British and continuing the same basic pro- 
gram. >. 

Since '^e war the world has clearly recog- 
nized tfiat the United States Is one of the two 
leadlflg powers. Now the President suggests 
that? the' United States actively assume that 
leading port 

It is not the most desirable display of our 
strength. And it is unhappily but unavoid- 
ably timed to direct attention even farther 
from the United Nations. The challenge to a 
continued expansion of enforced communism 
comes at a time when there is a clash of 
ideologies elsewhere. 

At Moscow the foreign ministers have be- 
gtm their discussions of a German peace 
treaty in a spirit of bilateral accusation. Mr. 
Marshall and Mr. Bevln have read a catalog 
of Soviet sins. Mr. Molotov has replied with a 
list of the democracies' shortcomings. Elssen- 
tlally, the Moscow conference has been a con- 
tinuation of the blunt and bitter talk In the 
U. N. Security council. 

Mr. lYumon's speech In this atmosphere 
served to emphasize international division 
and obscure International unity. But perhaps 
the long process, of getting grievances off the 
chest Is coming to a climax. Perhaps tho big 
powers are now moving faster toward a point 
where, with their anger spent, they will agree 
to get along with each other because there's 
nothing else to do. 

That Is the world's best hope at the mo- 
ment. And if tho present crisis speeds the U. 
N. toward perfecting machinery for Inter- 
national peace, all the hard words may not 
have been without constructive purpose. 



THAT DOG POISONER AGAIN 

Between 25 and 30 Jerome business men 
have donated Irom $5 to S50 apiece to a 
reward fund lor the capture of a dog poisoner 
operating In that city. 

Not only Is there a wave of resentment 
against the poisoning of dogs, but there Is 
much apprehension over the possibility ol 
children being poisoned. 

There Is reason for this fear because 
youngsters have been finding welners loaded 
with strychnine and paraffin — opporently 
thrown about at random Irom a car. 

Each season during the last several years 
there has been an epidemic of dog poisoning 
in Jerome, apparently the work of some 
fanatic. At least five dogs are known to 
have died Irom poison so for this spring, 
and poison Is suspected In the deaths of three 
- others. 

The Times-News wishes to commend those 
Jerome business men who are endeavoring 
to round up the Individual responsible for 
this particular piece of dirty work. And this 
newspaper stands ready to help them in any 
way possible. 

To our way of thinking there's nothing 
lower than a dog poisoner.

When Capone"went lo Havana 
by private plane In the winter of 
.ttended by eight of his gor- 

, .lis mission was to buy 3.000 

cases of whisky In storage at El 
Cone;-. The AP Upped off tta resi- 
dent correspondent, a Mr. Knob- 
laugh, and he went wllh Oerold 
Swlnehart. an American employed 
by the Cuban national tourist oom- 
mlsslon, to caU on Capone at the 
SevlUa Blltmore. 

Cspone demurred ellghtly at first 
but after some persuasion agreed 
to stand for a news photograph. 
He descended to the lobby and Pete 
Garcia, a news photographer, waa 
drawing a bead when the gorillas 
of tlio first wave landed on him. 
Mr. Garcia Is now an officer In tho 
army ot Cuba. 



News of this reached Jon Med- 
ina, the atilitant chief of the lecret 
police. Unknown to otbera, Mr. 
Medina waa alao an agent Of the 
United States lecret aenlco, and 
President Hoover did not admire 
Capone. Oapone and company got 
into their car but In a few minutes 
were escorted to Jeletura where 
half a dozen Cuban poUeemen

Capone and the mob then varak^ 
tlyown aboard hla plane and headVk 
ed back lo Mia m i where word ot~ 
his adventure and sudden return 
had been wired ahead to all the 
presa assodatlona and the papora. 
He did not move his 3,000 casea 
out of Cuba on that occaalon, at 
least, and his Interview with the 
American prtu on home soil was a 
plaintive protest against the In- 
hospltallly of the Cuban police, to 
a distinguished American.
